But the measure was amended in 
the Senate, on motion of Mr. Woopry, so 
ag to exempt: them from the tax of one-half 
of 1 per cent. on gross receipts, which was 
to be imposed on all other corporations en- 
gaged in the business of transportation, in- 
cluding ordinary railway, canal, steam-boat, 
ferry, express, and ‘elevated railroad com- 
panies.. As originally framed the. amend- 
ment was intended to relieve them from the 
payment of all license fees for the use of the 
streets, and.as: the bill now stands it con- 
tains. a discrimination in their favor for 
which no good reason be given. “But 
this bill is innocence ‘itselj 
another which at first had & very harmless 
appearance. This. had thé form of an 
amendment of the Revised Statutes defining 
the word ‘‘lands’’ for the. purposes of assess- 
ment as real estate. It included under that 
term 9 variety of structures above, below, 
and-on the surface of the earth, such as 
wharves, piers, railroad structures afid tracks, 
bridges, telegraph, poles and wires, gas and 
other underground pipes, &¢; ‘Members of the 
corhmittee boasted that this would bring under 
assessmenta vast amount of valuable property 
which had hitherto “escaped, thereby giving 
another among many evidences: of their 
ignorance of the laws as they ‘are.
